ENGLISH HOUSES OUT OP IT.

Customs Itogulntlonn Wlll Keep Tbem
I-'i-.iin Conilug to Horse Show.

NEW YORK, November 16..Customs
regulations respcctlng horses Imported
from ubroad wlll operate to prevent
anythlng llke the representative ex¬
hibit of English c-ntrles whlch liad been
eoynted on for the Natlonal Horse
Show at Madlson Square Garden next
week.
When Alfred G. Vanderbilt. C. W.

Watson and other Americans sent thelr
stables to the International Horse Show
ln London last sprlng It was belleved
that one of the results of thelr com-
mendnble enterprise would be to brlng
a lot of forelgn exhlbltors over to the
annual exhibits at tho Garden. Classes
and condltlons at the natlonal are qulte
us favorable to European entrles ns
were those of the Internatlonal to-vlsl¬
tors from the Unlted States and Can-
ada, and lt costs no more to shlp a
horse from England to Amerlca than
to send him from here to London. But
tliere ls a vast difference ln the two
trlps, for tho reason that Amerlcan
horses can be taken Into England as

freely and wlth as Ilttle trouble as If
they were mercly belng shlpped from
one scuport to another ln thls country,
whlle F.ngllsh or other forelgn horses
comlng into tho Unltetf States for ex-
hlbltlon purposes must be subjected to
moro red tape than lt would take to
put a susplcious-looking non-combiitant
ncross tho frontler of Russla In war
times.
Mlss Ella Ross experlenced so many

iinnnyances when she brought her har-
ness horses over from England a few
years ago that she has never returned.
Other English exhlbltors have galned
such unfavorable Impresslons of the
forinallttes to be gone through .that
they hesltate, It ls said, to undertake
tho trlp wlth thelr horses, carriages*
and horse show parapbernalla- As for
holdlng the Internatlonal Horse Show
ln New York a year or two hence, as
has been proposed. that ls out of the
questlon under exlstlng conditions,
English horsemen say.

"Blg Tim" Shlllvnn, Pat' Mc-
Carrcn, James R. Keene, Andrew Mlller,
Phil Dwyer, "Brlghton Beach" Enge-
iiiun, and some others not bo prominent,
are tho llnancial bcncllclarle. of the
gicat moncy-maklng Instltutlon known
ns the raco trnck. Thoy get most of
tho money poured In by the public, and
are known us "the kltty." The book-
mnkers gut llttle, nnd tlio players got
less.
Thls year has boen a most success¬

ful one for tho raco track. The uttend-
iiiii'i-h havo surpussod thoso ot any
other season, and tlio popularlty of the
game has never attalned such helghtB.
Baseball ls the greatest Amorlcan pas-
tlme, tiutjBs a inoney-maker lt doesti't
comparo wlth raclng. The money spent
at ono of tho seven meetlngs ln Now
Vork would pay nll tho' expenses and
blggcr dlvidends than an cntlro season
at tho Polo (Jround8.
The general public, patrons of the

racing gamo, have no Idea of tho vast
amount put In circulatlon at the race
trnck. It ls hard to estlmate wlth cor-
rectness Just what thls season wlll
net, but n very good Hno can bo had
on the total by the raclng commlsslon-
er's last annual report. In thls we Iind
that the seven raclng associations of
tho metropolltan clrcult contrlbuted
$1115,138.48 to tho Agrlcultural Depart¬
ment of New Vork Stato.
Consldorlng that these thousands are

cqulvalent to only por cent of the
gross recelpts for the season, the
grand total would be $3,9-8.7S-.60. It
would be rldlculous to supposo that
more than 25 per cent. of thls goes for
expenses. On thls basls thls would
leave $2,931,592.20 for August Belmont
nnd hls assoclatcs. Pew local translt
companies make more money.

TlioemeanilW 1'iatronlr.e Sport.
It ls estimated that an average of

12,000 persons see the races dally. Of
courso, there are blg days, when 40,000
or more turn out, but day for day.
from beginning to end of the season.
12,000 as a dally outpourlng .hlts the
imirk as near as posslble. Thero are
about 200 raclng days on tho metro¬
politan tracks.

Klgure two-thlrds of the annual at¬
tendance at $3 a head. and the other
thlrd. patrons of the ficld. at $1 n
head, and you wlll net about $5,000.-
000 In admlsslon fees. Thls represents
a season's recelpts of the racing asso¬
ciations.
Fabulous as thls eeems. it on'y glves

a partlal Idea of tbe money accrulng
and changlng hands as tho direct re¬
sult of raclng thoroughbreds. Tho
book-maklng end and the bettlng rlng
are not by any means the least ltcm
on the list.

STOP PIG1ITS IX INDIANA.

Bouts of Every Nnture Put Down ns
Prlze CeinU-M-.

INDIANAPOLIS. IND., Novomber 16..
Governor Hanly has sent a letter to
all county sherlffs and pollce superln-
tondents ln Indlana orderlng them to
prevent prlze lights ln the future and
declarlng that he wlll furnlsh any as¬
slstance necessary If It be ueede'd.
Special attention ls cailed to the law,
and the Governor Intltnates that ho
will hold tho officers responslble lf lt ls
not euforcod. Ho says, ln part:

"It makes no differonco wh-ther the
bodlly harm infllcted, or Intended to be
InlLcted, ls slight or serlous. It is
not necessary that lt bo elther brutal
or fatal. It matters not whethor tho
contestants are friends or enemles, or
whether the contest ls for polnts or
to a flnish, or whether lt ls for a
llmited number of rounds or untll a
declsion ls rendered.

"If the contest ls between two or
more persons ln a public placo, by
agreement, with an Interitlon on the
part of the combatants to lnfllct any
degree of punishment or achieve a vie¬
tory, lt at once slnks to the level of
a' flght, and lf the contest ls by agree¬
ment in olther a public or private
place, 'with intent on tho part of the
combatants to lnfllct physlcal punish¬
ment ln any degree, or to achieve a
vietory for reward, It at once settles
,to the lower level of a prlze flght, anel
ls ln vlolatlon of tho sectlons of the
statutcs above referred to."
